JEWS FAVOR

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec, 17.— 
The American Jewish congress tonight 
declared for a Jewish commonwealth 
in Palestine under the trusteeship of 
Great Britain, acting on behalf of

The declaration, in the form of a 
resolution ,was adopted amid wild 
enthusiasm, The 400 delegates, rep- 
resenting more than 3,000,000 mem- 
bers of their race in the United States, 
rose and sang the Hatikvoh, the Jew- 
ish national anthem, expressing the 
hope that Palestine shall soon be the 
homeland of the Jews.

BERLIN NOW 
STATED TO BE 
DANCING MAD 


Theatres Also Booming — ‘‘We| 
Are Trying to Forget,’’ Berlin | 
Explains | 


LONDON, Dec. 17,—The correspon- 
dent in Berlin of the Daily Express, 
dealing with the return of the German 
army, says the scenes of enthusiasm 
marking the home coming of the 
troops are ending. Troops are coming 
home at the rate of 10,000 a day, says 
the correspondent. 

“Every day Herr Ebert, th echan- 
cellor, takes his place on a rostrum, 
opposite the French embassy. He 
addresses the home coming men and 
the bands play martial music while 


the crowds cheer and wave their 
handkerchiefs. 
“Deutschland uber alles’ brought 


us into the street this morning. To 
my amazement, and to the apparent 
amazement of the French officials 


grouped in the window of the em- 
basey, a regiment was passing the 
Brandenburg gate to the old tune. 


later I heard it played continuously. 
Regimental flags were crowned with 
laurel wreaths. The men more ever- 
greens around their steel helmets and 
thelr tunics and guns were covered 
with flowers. 

Berlin Dancing Mad 


“What particularly struck me was 
the attitude of the home coming offi- 
cers, Those I have seen in the Berlin 
garrison were quiet men, many of 
whom had removed their marks of 
rank. They seldom were saluted by, 
their men. On the other hand, the 
troops just returned from the front 
were well disciplined and salute as of 
old, The officers themselves are un- 
changed, They exhibit themselves, 
monocled and tight-waisted, to the 
population, wno cheer them loudly. 

“Berlin is dancing mad. There are 
about fifty cabarets in the city and 
dancing goes on all the afternoon un- 
til 9 o'clock at night. In a week's time 
the edict closing dancing halis at night 
at 9 o'clock will be removed. Berlin- 
ers are looking forward to this. 

“It ia a remarkable sight to see cab- 
arets packed to suffocation with wo- 
men in expensive toilettes and both 
soldiers and civilians dancing and 
drinking wine costing £2 a _ bottle. 
Seats at the theatre can only be book- 
ed two days ahead. ‘We are trying 
to forget,’ said a Berliner to me to- 
day."

Great Military Procession to Be| Several Alberta Passengers. 


Held in London in January 
or February 


LONDON, Dec, 17.—The official 
celebration of the success of British 
arms {is to be held here in January or 
February. The authorities, says the 
Times, are consid@ring details of a 
scheme which will enable the public 
to witness @ military procession, rep- 
resenting each united service in the 
field. All arrangements will have a 
place in the historle procession with 
Field Marwhal Haig leading at the 
head followed by army commanders 

Dominion and colonial troops with 
bands playing and colors flying will 
also participate. 

In regard to this it may be added 
that Thursday's homecoming of Sir 
Douglas Haig and certain other gen- 
erals ia not in any Way official recogni- 
tion of the services they rendered, The 
official announcement gives promin- 
ence to this and, therefore, disposes of 
the criticism that he is not accom- 
panied by Lieut.-General Sir Arthur 
Currie, commander of the Canadians, 
or; Lieut.-General Bir John Monash, 
commander of the Australians. 

It is believed that Sir Arthur Currie, 
besides participating in the general 
recognition early in the new year, will 
receive special honor here and will 
also be offered the freedom of at least 
one famous English city. <A special 
celebration for the Canadians is likely 
to be arranged at Liverpool.

A RABBLE FORCE 


People of Mons Got Pleasant Sur- 
prise When Dominion Troops

OTTAWA, Dec.’ 17.—Fred James, 
official correspondent with the Can- 
adians, writes: 

“During the occupation of Mons 
and other parts of Belgium the Ger- 
mans tried hard to impress on the 
Beigian inhabitants that the British 
army was little short of an undisci- 
plined mob and the Canadian corps 
was a rabble force of the worst type. 
This information was disclosed 
the mayor and civi ficials of Mons 
the other day, when. they\ were the 
guests at dinner of some of the senior 
officers of the Third Canadian divi- 
sion, the troops of which captured 
Mons just before the dawn of the day 
the armistice went into effect.

While he was at the steam- 
er there were about 100 motor boats 
around her and scores of men’ were 
busy stripping the ship of all her mov- 
able fixtures, and plundering every- 
thing they could carry away. They 
even ordered Capt. Walsh and the 
Helena out of their way.

Bill Amending the Saskatchewan 
School Act Introduced in 


Legislature 


REGINA, Dec. 17,—Announcing the 
government's policy to amend the 
language question, a bill to amend the 
Saskatchewan school act was intro- 
duced today in the legislature and 
given its first reading. With Donald 
McLean, leader of the opposition, con- 
senting, it will come up for second 
reading tomorrow, when Premier 
Martin is expected to speak at length. 
Donald MacLean is expected to intro- 
duce an addition to abolish the French 
language, and Hon, W. R, Motherwell 
may also propose an amendment, but 
one which will not involve a change 
in principles. The government's 
measure provides for the abolition of 
all foreign languages In all schools of 
Saskatchewan and prohibits tuition in 
any language except English, with one 
exception, in the case of French- 
speaking pupils, where it is neces- 
sary by reason of their tnability§ to 
understand English. 

French may be used as the lane 
guage of instruction, but such French 
shall not be continued beyond grade 
one, and in the case of any child shall 
not be continued beyond the first year 
of such child's attendance at school. 
In addition, when the board of any 
district passes a resolution to that ef- 
fect the French language may be 
taught as a subject for a period not 
exceeding one hour in each day as a 
part of the schoo! curriculum and such 
teaching shall consist of French read- 
ing, French grammar and French 
composition.

WARRANT OUT 
FOR THE ARREST 


Information on Which It Is Issued 
Supplied by Vancouver Hotels 
Association 


VANCOUVER, Dec. 17.—A warrant 
charging Walter C. Findlay, former 
provincial prohibition commissioner, 
with breach of trust in his position as 
a public officer, was issued late this 
evening. It has not yet been served. 
Findlay was reported to have left for 
Victoria on Monday, after he paid a 


fine of $1,000, on pleading guilty to a 
charge of the illegal importation of 
liquor, but it Is not known definitely 
that he is in that city tonight. 

The information upon which the 


warrant was issued was supplied to 
City Prosecutor R. L. Maitland by W. 
W. B. McInnes, counsel for the Van- 
couver Hotels Association, and E. A. 
Masters, secretary of that organiza- 
tion. The warrant is based on a sec- 
tion of the criminal code, which de- 


clares that “every public officer is 
guilty of an indictable offence and 
jHable to five years’ imprisonment 


who, in the discharge of the duties of 
his office, commits any fraud or 

Mr. Masters, explaining the interest 
of the hotelmen in the matter, said 
that during the prohibition campaign 
| Findlay and other prohibitionists had 
vilified the hotelmen. Seeing that 
neither the provincial government nor 
the prohibition interests seemed dis- 
posed to take up the present situation 
further, he added, instructions had 
| been given the hotelmen’s counsel to 
take action with a view to having the 
situation’ cleared up,” 

Hold Government Responsible 

VANCOUVER, B.C., Dee, 17.—"“The 
liast of the Findlay case has not been 
heard by any means,” deciared Rev.

science until after the B.A, degree 
and (5) that research laboratories be 
estiblished immediately, in which men 
devote their entire time to the mak-- 
ing and perfecting of inventions and 
discoveries. This they consider nec- 
j essary if Great Britain igs to hold her 
own in the world of science.

The meeting was called to put into 
julck organization schemes for the 
promotion of the sale of Thrift and 
War Saving stamps and in presenting 
the necessity for this compaign Sir 
Thomas White dwelt on the fact that 
‘anadians should be urged to save 
“very cent. 
for reasons, chief among them being 
he fact that Canada will want to give 
‘erdit to the small nations of Europe, 
n order to encourage their trade here; 
money will also be required at home 
o work out the plans for reconstruc- 
ion here, but he emphasized the fact 
hat the primary object of the cam- 
vaign was thrift among the people 
hemselves. A dollar saved now would 
.e greatly increased in value over and 
above the interest which would ac- 
Prue on it, as he satd it will have an 
mmensely greater buying value in a 
few years than it had at the present 
ime. 


Why Campaign Delayed. 

Sir Thomas stated that this cam- 
‘aign should have been started some 
wo years or more ago, but the Vic- 
ory Bond issues always seemed to be 
n the way of it. It might suffer a 
ittle now through the lack of patrio- 
ic stimulus since the war was over, 
out the need for the people of Canada 
oO save every cent for lean times was 
reater than ever. Canadian people 
hould become the country’s bankers 
aid the minister. 

Mr. Jay the American representa- 
Ive had some very good suggestions 
o make as the campaign for thrift is 
lready under way there and he em- 
vyhasized the fact that although the 
var was over the United States would 
,ot abate In the least the campaign 
‘or thrift. They are already going 
into the factories and other industrial 
Mants and organizing war saving 
lubs.

The Toronto Globe (Unionist) 
quotes figures to disprove the 
claim that if was necessary to give 
a company the privilege to dam 
the St. Lawrence river in order to 
secure power with which to carry 
on munition work.

The Globe very evidently puts 
no faith in the widely advertised 
intention of the Union Govern- 
ment to terminate the contract 
with the company at the end of 
the war and compel them to re- 
move the dam. Franchise grab- 
bers do not do business that way. 


Neutrals Should Be Thankful. 


Norway has given notice that it 
would like to participate in the 
peace conference. No doubt. The 
other neutral nations of Europe 
may be expected to also forward 
requests to be allowed to partici- 
pate. 

Their wishes may not be grati- 
fied. The temper of the Allied 
peoples towards those nations 
which stood neutral when the free- 
dom of the world had to be fought 
for is hardly sympathetic to the 
idea of allowing these by-stand- 
ers to help lay the foundations of 
the future world polity. 

The neutrals may be glad to be 
allowed to live in the future under 
such conditions as the Allies may 
lay down. They ought to be eter- 
nally thankful that the conditions 
are not to be fixed by Germany, as 
would have been the case for any- 
thing the neutrals did to prevent 
it. 


‘‘Heads We Win’’ Etc. 


An Ottawa dispatch explains the 
housing policy adopted by the Do- 
minion Government in the follow- 
ing way: For the purpose of per- 
mitting the erection of dwelling 
houses of modern character to re- 
lieve congestion in towns the Min- 
ister of Finanee-is authorized to 
make loans to the provincial gov- 
ernments. 

That is to say; while the Domin- 
ion provides the money in the be- 
ginning, the provincial govern- 
ments are to take the responsibil- 
ity for the expenditure of it and 
for the repayment of the capital 
and interest to the Dominion. Just 
what advantage it is in that event 
to have the Dominion Government 
figure in the transaction at all is 
not clear. 

Provincial credit is as good as 
the credit of the Dominion. If the 
provinces have to do the paying, 
or see that it is done, and take the 
responsibility for any loss there 
may be in the enterprise, it would 
seem reasonable to think they 
might as well raise the money 
themselves and carry through the 
whole undertaking in such a way 
that credit would go in case of suc- 
cess where blame must go in the 
case of failure, 

Under the present arrangement 
the Dominion Government capita- 
lizes the initial popularity of the 
measure and then steps out, while 
the provinces will have to take the 
blame if anything goes wrong in 
carrying out the program, 


The Conscription Issue. 


The British Government, it is 
said, will urge at the peace confer- 
ence that the European nations 
agree to abolish conscription. 
There can be no doubt that the 
presence of immense armies every- 
where in Europe, ready trained 
and fully equipped, is a standing 
menace to peace, If there had been 
no conscription in Germany there 
would likely have been no world 
war in 1914, 

It is possible, however, that the 
reply to this demand from the 
British Government may be that 
Great Britain should abolish its 
navy. It is easy enough for a Brit- 
isher to understand and believe 
that the British nayy was built 
and is maintained for purely de- 
fensive purposes, It seems not so 
easy for people of other nationali- 
ties to accept that view of the case. 

On the other hand, conscription 
is not needed in England in peace 
time so long as the navy is pre- 
dominant, but conscription is felt 
by the peoples of Continental 
Europe to be their only guarantee 
against invasion by their neigh- 
bors, The continental view is that 
conscription in the continental 
countries provide what the British 
navy is for Great Britain—a 
means of defence. 

The abolition of conscription is 
an ideal,which, if attainable, would 
almost make impossible another 
thrust for ‘‘world power’’ at the 
bidding of an ambitious autocrat. 
Whether it is to be brought about 
at this time is less certain.

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‘TOURIST CAR IN 
CP. TRAINBURNS 
13 ARE MISSING 


Train Was Running From Winni- 
peg to Toronto, Leaving Win- 
nipeg Monday 


Winnipeg, Dec. 17.—As a result of 


the destruction by fire of a tourist car 
in Canadian Pacific train No. 4 bound 
to Toronto from Winnipeg, thirteen 
Persons are missing and several sus- 
tained minor inuries. The work of es. 
tablishing the identity of the missing 
Passengers is proceeding, but some 
time must pass before a reliable list 
can be completed. 

The vice-president of the Canadian 
Pacific issues the following statement 
regarding the accident: . 

“At 6:57 this morning the second 
section of train No. 4 stopped for 
train orders at Bonheur station, 129 
miles west of Fort William, Ont. Con- 
ductor Begg, Fort William, in charge 
of the train, walking back to the 
train, saw flames bursting from the 
front ehd of tourist car 628. At once 
it was evident that the coach would 
be rapidly destroyed. 

“The train crew and engine crew 
immediately burst into the coach and 
rescued as many passengers as they 
covwld reach. We regret to state that, 
as nearly as can be ascertained at the 
moment, 13 passengers are missing, 
although it is just possible that sev- 
eral of these escaped into the other 
coaches and have not reported them- 
selves to the train conductor. Eight
